Australio’s striking miners will challenge the Fodor- 
af Government's ‘national . cmergency Coal 
Strike Act, Mr. Idris Williams, Prosidont of the 
Minors’ Fedcration, said tonight. 


Directed against the miners’ week-old nation- wide 
walk-out, the Act freezes the funds of the 
Miners’ Federation and forbids other unions 
from using their funds to assist the miners. 


Mr, Willlnms said that. preli- 
minary advice Indicates that the 
Act Is beyond Government jurls- 
dictton “and we will take all 
possible steps to hove it declnred 
such", 

The Commonwealth Arbitratlon
